GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


MOWING LAWNS AND GRASS PLOTS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Gardening 
Correspondent says :— 

Care and patience must be observed with 
newly-sown grasses, not forgetting they 
are plants as yet in their tender, infant 
stage, and if allowed licence to grow 
until the first mowing has to be made 
with the scythe, so much the better for 
them and eventually for us. After that 
a light rolling, and rolling is much 
recommended by .aany, but can be over- 
done, especially during rain, by reducing 
the surface to a pasty, sealed up condi- 
tion, the “‘sweet” cutting lawn mower 
comes into frequent operation, twice 
weekly during active growth, allowing 
it to distribute the cuttings as it works. 
Some rely on the latter entirely as 
sufficient nourishment, although, to our 
thinking, without fertilisers, as indicated, 
it is like giving & hungry dog a bite of 
his own tail.

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A BOOK oí newspaper cuttings which 
has come into my possession reveals 
a strange mixture of interests on the part 
of its original owner. In the greater part 
the cuttings are notices of new plays pro- 
duced in London in the years. 1908-10, 
Taken from Zhe Times, these notices must 
have been written by the late Mr, A. B. 
Walkley, who was dramatic critic for the 
great London journal for a long spell of 
years. Mixed with these are reports of 
fighting in Persiá, stories of ne! abt 
survivors, reports of lectures, and other 
cuttings of a miscellaneous kind, on sub- 
jects remote from the drama. 


Earliest in date among the cuttings are} 


some reports of the Feis Cool in the years 
1906-7. In the latter year the adjudicator 
in vocal solo classes was the late Mr. 
Denis O'Sullivan. On the first day he 
spoke to the soprano candidates about 
platform manner, and said that some of 
them had sung Haydn’s cheerful aria, 
“ On mighty pens,” as if they were re- 
citing a physician’s prescription. On the 
next day he was judging the contralto 
solo class, and remarked that some of the 
ladies seemed to have: acted on his hints 
of the previous day, with the result that 
they sang Sappho’s Death Ode “' in quite 
a cheery manner. '' 


ART TREASURES FOR IRELAND. 


One cutting contains a lecture» on 
“ Socialism ’’ by Mr, George Bernard 
Shaw at a meeting of the Fabian Society. 
At the close of the lecture, Mr. . Shaw 
was asked if he would stand for Parlia- 
ment, and replied: ‘‘ That depends on the 
amount of support you give me.” The 
lecture itself . contained plenty of 
‘‘ Shavianisms,”’ as, for instance, the re- 
mark that ‘‘ There was nothing in the 
world less Christian than Christianity.” 

Then there is the record of the purchase 
by the National Gallery (London) 
Trustees of a picture by Franz Heals. 
‘The group comes, it is stated, ‘‘ from 
the collection of Lord Talbot de Malahide. 
. . . The Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Mr. Lloyd George, has seen the picture, 
and is going to furnish half the purchase 
money.” The purchase is commended ; 
but, ‘‘on the other band, £25,000 is an 
immense price, even in these days; and 
the noble owner, in selling at that figure 
a picture of no celebrity, has cértainly 
made an excellent bargain.’’ The earlier 
purchase of a Holbein, a Velasquez, and 
a Moroni from Longford Castle is re- 
called. ‘* Certainly the nation has not 
got a bargain,' ig the comment of the art 
critic, after seeing the picture. 

A notice of the Autumn Salon in Paris 
is a long discussion of the “ real revolu- 
tionary ‘painting ” of M. Matisse and his 
followers, ‘‘ compared to which the most 
extreme works of Mr. John are as timid 
as the opinions of a Fabian Socialist com- 
pared with those of a bomb-throwing 
unarchist,’” . That, apparently, was in 
1907. Since then not only Matisse and 
his set, but two of the three further turns 
of revolution have been outstripped. 


FASHIONS OF 1908. 


Then follow some musical clippings; in 
particular, notes on Covent Garden opera. 
Tetrazzini’s appearance as Rosina in “ Il 
Barbiere di Siviglia ’’—‘‘ the part so long 
identified with Mme. Patti “—is men- 
tioned. Pattr was present: ‘‘ many of the 
Jarge audience would have given a good 
deal if she had been on the stage rather 
than in the stalls.”’ 

From opera there is a jump to cavalry 
manceuvres on Salisbury Plain in 1909. 
“Sir John French,” it said in a 
cutting from The Times,’’ has left an in- 
delible impression upon an arm which is 
now in a far better condition than it has 
ever been within the memory of living 
soldiers.”’ 

From The Times also is cut a brilliant 
article on “ Contemporary Fashion ’’— 
that of 1908. In Paris, it is stated, “a 
great campaign has been waging to de- 
cide vhether the prim elegance of the 
pre-R. solution or the flowing abandon- 
ment of the Directory were to prevail in 
women’s clothes.” In the result the 
formalists were defeated. Parisian women, 
it is reported, “ are all thin and none of 
them have any waists. There are, 
as might be expected, great exaggerations, 
tight underskirts, with a mermaid outline, 
in which the limbs cannot move freely, 
costumes of which the solitary under- 
garment is of pink stockinette, with the 
dress, transparent also, draped over it; 
but only extremists wear these.” The 
fashion was not confined for long to 
extremists ; the “ hobble ’’ skirt soon was 
seen everywhere. Twenty years ago, 
however, it was as rare to see ankles as 
now it is not to see knees. 


A KISS FOR REPERTORY. 


The dramatic section of cuttings begins 
with Mr. Charles Frohman’s announce- 
ment of his intention to give the Duke of 
York’s Theatre io repertory. Mr. Gran- 
ville Barker, Mr. J. M. Barrie, Mr. John 
Galsworthy, and Mr. George Bernard 
Shaw, he stated, had agreed to fling in 
their lot with the scheme, and were al] 
engaged on new plays for production at 
the theatre. The movement was said to 
be guaranteed by ample financial support 
for three years. The next cutting in the 
book is a notice of the first production of 
Mr. Granville Barker’s ‘‘ The Madras 
House ” at the Repertory Theatre. ‘‘ A 
series. of conversations,’’ it is adjudged, 
‘which begin by being photographic, pro- 

to the philosophic-romantic, and 
ultimately dwindle away into mere ver- 
biage. Brilliant in parts, occasionally 
quite tiresome.”’ 

Mr. Walkley never liked that type of 
drama; he refused to call it drama. He 
was happier in welcoming—the notice is 
preserved here—Mr. A. E. W. Mason’s 
first play, ‘‘ Marjory Strode.” It was 
not, he said, ‘‘ that hybrid nuisance, a 
novelist’s play,’’ but ‘‘a genuine comedy, 
working for the stage by methods proper 
to the stage.”

Recently a correspondent quoted from 
the Gelic diary of Humphrey O'Sullivan, 
a schoolmaster of Callan, Co. Kilkenny, 
who writing in 1827, told how one of the 
schoolhouses in which he had taught was 
built in three days. My correspondent 
remarked that this diary, now lying in the 
Royal Irish Academy, ought to be pub- 
lished in full. It is, I understand, 
virtually a unique work in Gaelic letters.

The Boat Race.

A rowing friend, who has been watching 
Oxford and Cambridge training at 
F'utney, describes a recent trial on the 
river as follows :— 

‘Oxford were beautifully together and 
a pretty crew to watch. Their boat moved 
on an ‘even keel’ in everything 
attempted, and, whether paddling or 
rowing, their rhythm was excellent. A 
little more ‘ devil’ about their work would 
undoubtedly stamp them as one of the best 
combinations that has represented Oxford 
for a very long time. 

‘Cambridge were not so wel] together, 
anil rowed much better than they paddled. 
They were, however, ionger in the water, 
an are an exceptionally strong and power- 
ful crew. All eyes were on Collins, the 
14 stone giant of the race. To-day he 
rowed an excellent oar, and was steadiness 
personified. His bulk will, doubtless, 
bring him well under the eyes of the 
critics, who will eventually see him develop 
into one of the most outstanding oars in 
either boat. 


The Light Blues’ Chance. 


“ In summing up the likely result on 
Maich 31st we must place the qualities of 
each crew on the scales and see whether 
the beam tips either way.

WHY . SPRING . CLEANING 
” IS OLD-FASHIONED.

NEW term is wanted for the annual 
overhauling in the home which we 
“spring cleaning” The phrase 

belongs“to the days when the operation 
was unwelcome and irksome to all con- 
cerned-—those times when homes were 
over - furnished and crammed with 
ponderous pieces and innumerable nick- 
nacks; when it was a heresy, or a con- 
fession of laziness, to sigh for labour-sav- 
ing equipment, and all cleaning materials 
were primitive and messy. 

Spring cleaning was a grudging conces- 
sion to decency; for it was impossible to 
contemplate anything like a weekly or 
frequent turning out of rooms. The term 
was painfully truthful then. No one 
anticipated the event with the smallest 
degree of pleasure. Spring cleaning has 
associations of b tempers, nerves on 
edge, periods of acute discomfort, and 
days of unrelieved drudgery. 

It is time that we found a new name. 

The truth is that the modern home is 

kept cleaner all the year through than 

was ever possible in the Victorian home. 

It is time that we made this claim for 

the housewives of to-day, who are so con- 

stantly being unfavourably compared with 
those of other days. 

It is a sentimental convention to speak 
of grandmamma’s home as having been 
spotlessly clean. This may be true of 
parts, but grandmamma does not deserve 
to be praised at the expense of modern 
mothers. The dirt. was hidden under 
monumental furniture and thick chenille 
hangings. Complete overhauling was such 
a business that it could only be contem- 
plated once a year—hence the annual 
function of spring cleaning. 


DUST-PROOF. 


Since that time. however, we have 
learned to choose our wardrobes and side- 
boards and other heavy pieces of furniture 
so designed that their bases are solid on 
the floor, or they are sufficiently raised 
that we can sweep beneath without having 
to remove. We do not use plush and 
similar fussy fabrics for frames and 
brackets, nor load what-nots and fragile 
furniture with innumerable dust collec- 
ting trinkets and souvenirs. Con- 
sequently, home cleaning is not such a 
heavy and volcanic undertaking, and once 
a year is quite enough. Nearly all the 
old processes of spring cleaning are 
carried through weekly. 

Spring cleaning, as we now carry it our, 
is a truly joyous adventure, and that is 
why it should have a more fitting name. 
It is not cleaning, but rejuvenating— 
reassembling. If it is interpreted in this 
spirit, it becomes a jolly function, and 
the ancient joke of the dispossessed and 
distracted husband is obsolete. We re- 
capture some of the delicious sensations 
we had when first making the home. 

The money we are spending on it is 
going to give us a delightful new outlook 
for another year, and a fresh zest for 
home. What a gilt-edged investment! 
The serious defect of the so-called “ house- 
keeping budgets’’ which are produced 
from time to time by learned students of 
domestic economy is that one is never 
found which contains an allowanee for 
this spring festival of change. Further- 
more, we have our Christmas clubs and 
holiday funds, but never hear of spring 
cleaning clubs, Yet it is more important 
than either. Every shilling invested on 
our spring transformation, if it be carried 
through in the true spirit, is purchasmg 
a whole twelve months of Lealth and happi- 
ness. Household budgets should contain 
an allowance of five per cent. of income 
to be set apart for this season. 


WINDOW CHANGES. 


One of the most fascinating changes will 
be in the windows We are going to buy 
a new outlook for a year. Supposing 
that for the past twelve months we have 
looked at our varden or the street through 
dainty casement curtains, with just the 
rich glow of a Ruskin bowl or the grace- 
ful lines of a tall Poole vase to break the 
view, what shall take their place? 

It will cause a sentimental 
reminifcent thrill to return to an old 
love—lace curtains. A small pattern is 
preferable. Mammoth flowers and large 
winged birds góon grow monotonous. They 
also show breaks or faded patches more 
distinctly. The standard of design in 
curtains has greatly advanced in late 
years, and there is no difficulty in 
selecting small patterns which wil] look 
tasteful and lightsome from both sidés of 
the window. 

Coloured lace curtains are a snare and 
a delusion. Perhaps, their unpopularity 
is because no genius hes yet discovered 
the snitable window ornaments to go with 
them. Another reason may be that 
nearly all are of foreign manufacture, and 
the colours look cheap or lifeless. An ob- 
iection which many have to lace curtains 
is their long folds of cold waiteness. lf 
this is so, purchase from the nearest 
picture-dealer a panel of stained glass, to 
hane just a few inches below the centre 
catch in the window. You will find it a 
pleasant innovation. The rich, lustrous 
colours in this provide welcome relief to 
the eyes, and add a happy note to your 
scheme, The further touch of colour will 
be obtained by a bow! or vase on a centre 
pedestal or smal) table. 


& 
CURTAIN-HANGING. 


When making the change in curtains, 
it will be prudent to change the system of 
hanging, if this has not been done. 
There are several excellent patent small 
roller devices to be seen at all household 
shops. Their special recontmendatiun for 
lace is that the curtains are more readily 
adjusted, and they yield at once to any 
accidental pressure—as, for instance. 
when Smith Minor impulsively gives them 


and 


a tug to see a schoolfellow—thus avoiding 
unnecessary tears. 

A simple rule worth neting fer guidance 
when making a choice of curteins is that 
cosement cloths and patterned fabrics ere 
better fer those windows where we like to 
have ready access; sitting rooms, and 
those which look out upon the garden; 
or where we like to have a writing table 
er seat in the recess. The filigree of the 
lacs is apt to be rather disturbing, as the 
fabric is more fragile, and, therefore, less 
suitable fon the imeidental pulls it is 
bound to receive when friends or the 
young people are sitting there. Lace cur- 
tains are, above all, suitable for bedrooms : 
they do not obstruct the light, but keep 
the interior sacred from the too inquisi- 
tive passer-by. 

In effecting a change in the window, it 
follows that we shall bring the whole room 
into harihony. The bright opal or 
crystal glass shades on the electric light 
or gas have served our turn. They helped 
to give us the maximum of radiant light 
during the drab winter, when we had most 
to depend on artificial illumination, and 
struck the right rote of pleasant contrast 
with our heavy fabric curtains—if we hatl 
them.. We ‘night now relegate these 
shades to other less important rooms. 


PICTURES AFRESH. 


For our spring change it is necessary to 
remember that the lights will not often 
be in usé as lights; therefore, we have to 
think of daylight as well as night effect. 
A note of deep colour makes a happy con- 
trast to our window-curtains. t serves 
the same purpose as the panel of rich 
stained glass hanging in our central pane. 
It strikes u note o° joy for the eyes. 

In rearranging our pictures it will be 


found that oil paintings or vortraits might

ht nearer to the Jace curtains. 
Ban or etchings and engravings, which 
we may have had on eithie- side of the 
fabric or casement hangings, show to 
better advantage by being rearranged on 
the walls away from the windows. i 
Then, again, the fire lace goes out o 
business for a while. his is always a 
problem, but on no account conceal it with 
anything fussy. I! understand that 
Continental makers have been trying to 


reintroduce those gold and silver shavings 


and those flowing screens which looked like 


agments of crinolines sweeping the 
ga with brilliant frills, but find that 
our shopkeepers are discouraging. Wise 
traders—they know the Bhitish house- 
keeper has parted from those freaks for 
ever without tears. : 
Whether the windows are treated with 
cheerful cretonne or radiant lace, @ simple 
wooden screen, wit’. a quiet fabric panel, 
offers a pleasant solution for the fireplace. 
Wrought metal or glass is also attractive. 
Of course, no one would dream of bamboo 
with those monstrous flower:, forever red 
and never lovely. These simple changes 
will be the keys to our new plan. We can 
regroup the furniture at pleasure. — The 
place for flowers will be the table in the 
centre. : 
If you like cloth for the table, try this 
innovation. Use a real Scotch plaid. It 
is surprising what a refreshing and happy 
air such a cloth gives to a room when the 
summer sun is shining through. This is 
the aim and end of all spring cleaning 
now. We have not to clean, but to seek 
new notes. It is a good investment; for 
we bring summer home to abide with us, 
and make glad the house until the nights 


close in again.

THE CHILDREN’S DAY. 

Yesterday was children’s day at the Larne 
Festival, and the hall was full of youthful 
singers. 
he opening class was for public elemen- 
tary schools with an average attendance of 
fifty and over, but under fifteen years of 
age.

Mr. Fowles, in announcing his awards, said 
that he had come straight from the Lonaon 
festival, and was going back there to judge 
the championship piano solo, and his inten- 
tion at Larne was to judge on the London 
standard. They need not be alarmed, for 
his reason for doing so was that so much 
of the work was excellent. He was greatly 
surprised, and there was no doubt that the 
girls in the district—he wished there haa 
been some boys also—had very good teaching 
—teachers whom they could trust, and who 
were leading them right.

In those years iture was abnormal, 
and was based on what was, perhaps, a war 
basis It was. as everyone would ee, an 
extravagant expenditute, and one which they 
would not expect would be followed by a 
Government which, at any rate. pretended 
that it had the interests of the Irish le 
at heart. Taxable capacity was much igher 
then than it was to-day. 

The Government was running the country 
on a great imperial scale—on the basis that 
the country could afford to pay all this 
taxation in order to carry on servicés which 
Fianna Fáil maintained were entirely out of 
keeping with a proper and effective adminis- 
tration. It had been claimed by the Govern- 
ment that there could not be any reduction of 
expenditure in virtually any department. 
Running a Government on the basis that 
it could afford that extravagant expenditure 
would inevitably lead to bankruptcy. 

An Army was maintained which cost over 
£2,000,000 a year. That Army got its muni- 
tiens and supplies from England, and the 
Minister for Defence had said that in the 
event of an attack on these islands 
it was unthinkatie that the Free 
State Army could not co-operate with the 
British Army. In other words, the Free 
State Army was maintained as an Imperial 
defence force. That Army could have been 
brought down to a lower and much less 
costly level. 

The Civic Guard was used to a large ex- 
tent at the present time for political activity 
and for following up the Imperial line. 

SALARIES AND PENSIONS. 

The Government should have taken steps 

to have salaries and es gone into by 
an independent committee. Instead of that 
it set up some time ago what was rightly de- 
scribed as a whitewashing Committee to in- 
quire into certain economies that might be 
effected. The Government were careful in 
setting up that Committee to appoint on it 
officials who were to be asked to cut down 
their own salaries. A Committee of that kind 
should have power to Summon officials before 
it and get all the necessary data, instead of 
leaving the matter to the civil servants that 
comprised the Committee. He believed that if 
that were done expenditure could be con- 
siderably reduced. 
ITEMS OVERLOOKED. 
Major BRYAN PER (Govt., Co.

Mr. FITZGERALD—Our Government is 
communicated with and kept informed as to 
the negotiations and work of the British 
Foreign Office. That in no way connects us 
with responsibility for the Treaty. So far as 
any Treaty being negotiated with Egypt is 
concerned we have no responsibility what- 
ever. 

Continuing, Mr. FITZGERALD said that the 
cost of the Army at. the moment was to 
some extent determined by the conditions 
existing in 1922, when the Government was 
bound to create a machinery to maintain 
ordinary conditions. The Army was described 
as an ‘Imperial force,” a statement which 
he regarded as subversive of good order in 
the country, and one that was subversive of 
truth. 

The cost of the Army had been reduced 
considerably. He considered that in due time 
it would be possible to maintain the Army at 
the normal cost of one and a half millions. 
He considered however, that the position of 
the country required that they should have 
available at short notice a large body of men 
trained in the bearing of arms and ledged to 
the defence of the country against all enemies, 
external and internal. 

PROPAGANDA. 

Mr. M. R. HEFFERNAN. Secretary to the 
Ministry for Posts and Telegraphs, stated that 
the attitude of Fianna Fail on economy was 
purely propaganda. His party (the Farmers) 
had led the way in economy, and lower 
taxation would suit them; but they had to 
consider every point of view. 

Mr. D, MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) asked 

if it was the intention to re-open the local 
loans funds for the building of houses 
by local authorities and giving long loans. 
There was no indication as to how the 
reduction of one million could be made in the 
vote. He did not believe it would be good 
business for the country to have a reduction 
in the social services. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) sup- 
Ag the vote, said that the Civic Guard 

ad done good work in the City of Cork. He 
regretted that large sums were spent on war- 
like objects, and that such institutions as the 
National Gallery were receiving small grants. 

Mr. E. COONEY (F.F., North Dublin) 
said that the Department of External Affairs 
was useless. The propagation of the imperial 
ideal seemed to be one of the principal works 
of the Government. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Govt., Westmeath) said 
that, as one who had contributed largely to 
the taxes, he was as anxious to see taxation 
reduced, but he recognised that the present 
high figure was a necessity. The only sug- 
gestion put forwatd by Fianna Fáil deputies 
was to reduce the Army and the Civic Guards, 
but he would remind the House that in the 
years gone by the lives and property of the 
people had been saved by the Army and the 
Civic Guards. If the party on the opposite 
benches would unite in condemning acts of 
violence as a means of attaining any ends, 
there was no doubt in his mind that they 
would then be able to reduce taxation. 

GETTING TO THE POINT. 

Mr. JASPER WOLFE wiv West Cork) 
wanted to know what the debate meant. He 
liad heard about economy and about eye-wash. 
Many deputies had spoken about the Army 
and the Civic Guards, but they only wanted 
to get rid of them. They apparently wanted 
to get back to the time when murder was a 
ag and robbery a useful side-show. They 

ad all had experience of tnose days, and did 
not want to get back to times of terror and 
anarchy. 

A little intelligence and commonsense 
would enable deputies to answer the question, 
“Who was responsible for the over-taxation 
of the last five years!” Some of the esti- 
mates, he thought, might. well be increased. 
That. applied to old age pensions and the 
Courts of Justice cstimates. It was a fact 
that many litigants were being debarred from 
their rights because the Courts of Justice 
were understaffed and unable to cope with 
their work. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that if 
they took items in the vote on account, like 
the Army, the Civic Guard, the Land Com- 
mission, Army pensions and several smaller 
estimates, they would find that a saving of a 
million pounds could be effected. 

Mr. COBURN (N.L., Louth) supported the 
amendment. 

Mr. HUGO FLINN .(F.F., Cork) said that 
the difficulty was that they had two Govern- 
ments in the country, while at the same time 
they were paying for another Government 
that we had pensioned off. A very unpleasant 
truth was that the country could not afford 
to spend 23 or 25 millions a year on its 
Government. 

“We are living beyond our means,” said 
Mr. flinn. “We are taking out of produc- 
tion for carrying on the Government a 
greater ÁR “ana oí the production than 
we can continue to afford to take. If we 
cannot afford it we have got to reduce it, 
whether it be in Imperial defence or by 
removing preventible extravagance in the 
over-lapping of services. Deputy Heffernan, 
as a member of the Farmers’ Party, was a 
great advocate of economy, but he changed 
when he “took the shilling.” (Langhter} 

Mr. HEFFERNAN said that there was an 
innuendo in that last remark that ought to be 
withdrawn. 

INDICATION OF APPRECIATION. 

Mr. FLINN said that Mr. Heffernan had 
told him that he was appointed Parliamentary 
Secretary as an indication of appreciation of 
the Farmers’ Party. From the moment of the 
panne g over that economist was prepared to 
apes money freely. He thought that Mr. 

efiernan had done great service to the coun- 
try, because he had wiped out the farce and 
fraud of what he called the Farmers’ Party or 
Farmers’ Union in Ireland.

The 
present bill, he proceeded, required, that all 
manual workers, and those with salaries 


workers, should be insured, e contriba: 
tions from men would be, as at present— 
8d, from the employer, 7d. from the worker, 
and 6d, from the State. The contributions 
for young persons between 18 and 21 years 
were being reduced by Id. from the em- 
ployer, 1d. from the worker, ani 3d. from 
the State. 

The British Unemployment Fund was at pre- 
sent overdrawn to the extent.of £22.000,000, 
and the suspense debt of Northern Ireland 
was heavier in proportion, 


ADULT BENEFIT. 

Benefits for adults would be very little 
changed, but there would be a reduction of 
ls. per week to single men, while there would 
be an increase of 1s. to men with dependents. 
For boys and girls the benefits would be re- 
duced by 1s. 6d. and 1s., respectively. There 
would be a broader definition of dependent, 
to the advantage of the insured person. The 
bill provided that the unemployed worker 
should have 30 contributions to his credit in 
the two years prior to his claim for benefit, 
and should have been earnestly seeking work. 
Disabled ex-Service men would only be re- 
quired to have ten weekly contributions, in- 
stead of 30. Before benefit could be drawn 
three years’ residence in the United Kingdom 
Was necessary. ) 

They lived in close proximity to the Free 
State, and they certainly did not, desire that 
their already giutted labour market should be 
added to by persons coming into Northern 
Treland, Bath w seeking employment for a 
short time, and then drawing on the fund for 
as long a period. It might be said that they 
should not accept contributions if they did not 
intend to give the benefits, but such persons 
came into Northern Ireland, and got the 
employment which their own people required, 
and it was not unfair that those who came in 
temporarily should not receive benefit, but 
should leave behind a little towards the sup- 

rt of those whose places they. had taken. 
he bill abolished family income test, and 
removed the 26 weeks limit. 

LABOUR AMENDMENT. 

Mr. W. McMullan (Labour) moved an 
amendment to the effect that the time was 
not opportune for a permanent Unemploy- 
ment Bill, He contended that under the first 
statutory condition in the new bill thousands 
of persons who had been unemployed for two 
years would be unable to qualify for benefit. 

he bill had some good parts, but he thought 
that it was a mistake to remove the discre- 
tion of the Minister of Labour in regard to 
claims; for the Minister was responsible to 
the Howse, and any case of alleged injustice 
could be raised in the House, 

Sir Robert Lynn, in supporting the bill, 
said that it would be a great improvement 
on the existing Act, as it would pat unem- 

loyment insurance on a permanent basis, and 
má Northern Ireland in step with Great 


Britain. 
RECIPROCITY, 

Mr. Samuel Kyle (Labour) said that a 
provision should have been included in the 
bill which would enable an attempt to be 
made to create a reciprocal arrangement with 
the Free State. He did not see why one 
economic unit should not be arranged for 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland and the Free 
State, for certain purposes. (Hear, hear.) 
Under such a scheme there would be nothing 
to prevent the Northern Parliament or the 
Free State from functioning as at present. 

Mr. William Grant (Unionist-Labour) said 
that there were a lot of things in the bill 
which he did not like, but in view of the 
i re-insurance scheme with Great. Britain and 
its great advantages he thought that it was 
the best bill in the circumstances. They 
heard a lot of complaints about the effect of 
the three years’ residence test, but they had 
not heard anything about the closing down 
of @ biscuit factory in Belfast owing to the 
Free State Customs, and he thought that the 
time had come when their Government should 
retaliate for these Customs duties, which 
resulted in the closing down of Ulster in- 
dustries. He hoped that the Minister would 
not. accept any amendment to remove the 
three years’ residence qualification, 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent) 
objected to the adoption of bills in Northern 
ireland because they passed in the British 
Parliament. It was turning the Northern 
Parliament into a circus, and he suggested 
that it would be better to abolish the Parlia- 
ment and appoint commissioners. (Laughter. 
lt was his opinion that this Insurance Bil 
was turning the British electorate in favour 
of the Eo Bn Party, and the same thing 
would happen in Northern Ireland. 

Mr, O'Neill (Nationalist) said that the bill 
was designed fo reduce the debit balance of 
£3,000,000 of the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund, and not for the advantage of the un- 
employed insurance person. 

Mr. J. Deatty (Labour) supported the 
amendment. He said that the bill would 
create a new industry—the employment of 
lawyers as chairmen of courts of referees, 


MR. GORDON’S REPLY. 

Mr. J. F. Gordon, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister of Labour, said that théy 
had done their utmost to solve the unem- 
opm problem, and were determined by this 

ill to make the path easy for those who were 
Entitled to rá oca insurance. With regard 
to the appointment of chairmen of com- 
mittees, if the Labour Party submitted 
names for appointment, they would be con- 
sidered—when the time arrived.

The trial began in the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, yesterday of Mary Cole, 
whose age was stated to be fifteen and 
one-third years, a domestic servant, of 
Derrylahan, Mountrath,* Queen’s County, 
who pleaded not guilty to two indict- 
ments charging her with the wilful 
murder of Philomena Flynn, 
years, and Maureen Flynn, aged 
children of her employer, Mr. M. Flynn, 
school teacher at Camross, Rathdowney, 
on July 27 and August 22, 1927. . 

Counsel who prosecuted described the 
case as the most extraordinary that could 
be submitted to a Court. 

The accused, who was smartly dressed, 


rather than a girl of fifteen. She was 
uite self-possessed, and seemed to follow 
e proceedings closely. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 


“ EXTRAORDINARY FACTS.” 


Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), appeared to prosecute; and Mr. 
James J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. William 
Dwyer, solicitor, Roscrea) was assigned for 
the defence. 

Mr. Carriga*, outlining the prosecution, 
said that the case was the most extraordinary 
of extraordinary cases that could be sub- 
mitted to a court of justice. The girl in the 
dock was charged with the double murder 
of a child under two ‘years of age ‘and her 
elder sister, aged six years and nine months, 
the children of her employers, Mr. and Mrs, 
Michael Flynn, both of them national school 
teachers. So extraordinary was the case 
that even the parents of the dead children 
did not suspect that they had b.:n murdered 
until long after the girl had left her employ- 
ment on the te mination of he. notice on 
August 31, ninet:.n days after the death of 
the second child. In dealing with the case 
the jury would have to disregard and put 
from their minds all that they had experi- 
enced or heard or read of juvenile crime, 
because no standard of conduct, no probabili- 
ties or improbabilities of a course of conduct, 
would lead them to think that the girl 
charged in the case could have successfully 
destroyed the children without raising some 
suspicion in the minds of their parents. 
“ You are,” he went on, “ dealing with a 
girl who looks considerably olter than her 
less than sixteen years. She is a girl of an 
unnatural kind. She has an_ intellect 
developed in a manner that is disordered, 
but it is a powerful intellect, as you will 
see when you come to hear the long, accu- 
rate, and cohesive statements that she made 
a long time ftervvards. On October árd 
she made a statement giving the closest 
details in connection with the life in the 
Flynn household and the disappearance of 
the first child. In a second statement, made 
on November 5th, she had not the oppor- 
tunity of seeing what she had said a month 
befor:, but even to the turn of the phrase, 
the two corresponded to the minutest par- 
ticulars. Up to October neither the local 
police not the doctors who attended the two 
i: quests ever for a moment suspected that the 
c.ildren, or either of them, had met their 
ends other than by the merest accident. 
That, I submit, is one proof of this girl's 
skill and unnatural ingenuity. L.. an ordinary 
case all those extraordinary facts would be 
adduced in proof of the innocence of this 
girl, but when you come to appreciate Ler 
nature’ you will, I think, see that they 
become evidence of her guilt, and that she 
possessed and exercised an extraordinary 
skill im deluding everybody, including the 
police and the doctors.’’ 

Counsel, continuing, stated that the accused 
went into the ag a of Mr. and Mrs. 
Flynn im 1925 or 1926; and slept in a room 
that was an addition to the house proper. In 
the month of March last she was accused by 
Mrs. Flynn of having permitted boys to come 
to her window at night after the family had 
gone to bed. Mrs. Flynn had heard rumours 
that the girl was not as prudent and circum- 
spect in her conduct as she ought to be. The 

irl denied yas rvs, « but in June’ Mrs. 
Fis had to speak to her again very severely 
and to give her to understand that not only 
had those boys come to the house at night, 
but one of them had entered her room. e 
girl again denied the accusations, and the 
outcome was that Father Walsh was brought 
to investigate the matter. He brought with 
him three of the boys alleged to be impli- 
cated, but the girl remained persistent and 
stout in her demals. Father Walsh, who was 
not satisfied, arranged to bring a fourth 
youth to Mrs. Flynn’s house, But in the 
meantime the oid confessed that she had 
been even more foolish, that she had left her 
room and spent the night outside with one of 
the boys. At the request of the priest, Mrs. 
Flynn took. pity on the girl and kept her on 
in her employment. 


THE PROSECUTION’'S CASE. 

The case for the prosecution was that the 
girl, who had gone | as the ordeal of that 
investigation, and had almost succeeded in 
escaping the confession of her fault, from 
that time forth waited her opportunity, to 
take a terrible revenge on her employer, Mrs. 
Flynn. Such was her nature that she was 
able yt ge - to disarm all suspicion on the 
part of the parents of the children. 

Mr. Carrigan detailed at considerable 
length the facts connected with the drowning 
of the children as they were viewed by the 
prosecution. In July last there were five 
young children in the Flynn family. On the 
evening of July 27 Mary Cole was in the 
house with the children, while Mrs. Flynn 
was resting upstairs after dinner. The latter 
came down to the kitchen just as the Angelus 
was ringing, and directed the accused to go 
out to milk the cow in the field. Mary Cole 
did not tell her that she had already milked 
the cow. Shortly afterwards the mother 
missed the child, Philomena, and when Mary 
Cole was questioned she said that she thought 
the child was upstairs. She was not there, 
and a search followed. Within an hour the 
dead body of the cnuu was found in the river 
close to the house. To get there the child 
of less than two yeas old had to leave the 
house, go out on tne public road, from 
that into a field through a gate 
with wire netting, and then through 
an undergrowth of furze and _ bushes. 
Where the body was fotind there were only 
a few inches of water, in which the child 
was lying face downwards, with something 
like a bruise on its face. At the inquest 
next day a verdict of ‘accidental death was 
returned, 

The second child, Maureen, disappeared on 
Monday, August 22nd, at about the same 
hour of the evening, and twenty minutes 
later she, too, was found drowned in the 
river, which seemed to have a fascination 
for the ‘young children of the Flynn family. 
Between 5.30 and 6 o'clock Maureen was in 
the scullery assisting Mary Cole to prepare 
a feed for a calf. The child came into the 
kitchen with a kettle, which she placed on 
the fire, and went back to the scullery. 
After that she was not again seen alive. In 
that case also the Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death. in an extra- 
ordinarily detailed statement made at the 
time the accused said that Maureen, 
after returning to the seullery from the 


kitchen, went out into the - leadin 
to the outer door and she did not see te 
again. 


THE RED COAT. 
_ Evidence would be given that on the even- 
ing of the drowning of Philomena the accused 
was seen in the field with the child, who was 
wearing its outdoor coat of a red colour. 
The body was discovered without the red 
coat, which was found later in the room 
where the child slept. The theory of the 
prosecution was that Mary Cole, before 
drowning the child, removed the coat and 
secretly placed it in the room to make it 
appear that she had wandered away by her- 
self. One of the big facts in the case was 
that the accused denied that she had been 
out with the child that evening, although an 
independent witness who happened to be 
passing would swear that he saw them 
together in the field between five and six 
o'clock. In the case of the second drowning 
a witness named John Tynan, who was cycling 
past at the time, would swear that he saw 


the little girl come out of the house in front

looked a fully developed young woman, | 
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of Mary Cole, who was carrying a bucket. 
That was shortly before the child was missed. 
Twenty minutes’ later the child was found 
dead in the river, Her body was high above 
the water and there was a bruise on i“ fore- 
head, caused; the prosecution alleged, by 
her face being pressed against the bed of the 
river. . 

“You will have evidence,” -counsel con- 
tinued, ‘‘that this girl, young as she is by 
the yéars, must have the mind not only of an 
adult, but an adult of strange experience ; 
because in conversations with people after 
the tragedies, and after she had left the 
Flynn household, she made use of some 
very gruesome expressions. She ascribed 
the misfortunes that had befallen the Flynn 
family as a judgment on Mrs. Flynn for 
having- brought charges against her before 
the priest and reported her to her father and 
mother, and she went further and said that 
if she had been exposed and her character 
taken away the Flynns had had two inquests. 
That was a strange thought in the mind of a 
girl of less than sixteen—the balancing of 
ge for evil in the fortunes of the Flynns. 

ey had wronged her, and because of that 
they had two inquests. It is for you, gentle 
men of the jury, to say that those two deaths 
were not brought about by her wicked deeds 
concealing her malice against those people in 
a way that can only fittingly be described as 
infernal—it is not human. She succeeded in 
concealing that malice under the calm innocent 
exterior of a maid working in the house, 
while taking advantage of I opportunities 
to destroy those children in revenge for what 
she felt. was a_humiliation at the hands of 
Mrs. Flynn. This strange, weird, horrible 
story deserved to be investigated even more 
because of the youth of the prisoner, and 
because of, the unsuspicious character of the 
people with whom she was concerned.” 

Counsel coneluded by reminding the jury 
that since the Act of 1908 a person under the 
age of sixteen convicted of murder was not 
liable to the death penalty.

MOTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Anastasia Flynn, mother of the 
children, examined by Mr. Dudley White, 
stated. that she is.a school-teacher, and in 
July last had five children. Maureen, 
the eldest, was six years and nine months, 
and Philomena, one year and ten months. 
Mary Cole came into her employment as a 
general servant in September, 1926, and left 
on notice in September, 1°@7. In June last 
she had occasion to complain to’ the accused 
about a story that she had been out the 
greater part of the night with a boy. She 
denied the charge, but, after further ques- 
tioning, admitted that some boys came to her 
window, but she did not leave her room. 
The witness brought Father Walsh, the parish 
priest, to the house, and she also denied 
to him that she had been out. It was then 
arranged that Father, Walsh was to return 
again that night and bring the boy whose 
name had been mentioned. When the priest 
came, and before the accused met him, the 
witness again asked her to tell the truth, 
and she then adtnitted that she had been out 
with the boy, but it-was his fault. When 
the priest was told of the confession, he 
asked the witness to keep her on in her 
employment. She replied that she would 
communicate with her parents. That was on 
shursday, and on the following: Sunday ‘the 
girl, who had gone home, came back with 
her mother, who asked the witness to take 
her back. She consented to dó so, but said 
that she would have to take back from 
her the new costume that she had given her 
shortly before that, because from the time 
she gol it she went giddy

Continuing, the witness stated that for 
about a fortnight afterwards the girl was 
sullen, and not inclined to co-operate in the 
work of the house. Three or four times 
during that fortnight she spoke to her about 
what had happened, and when spoken to she 
would remain quite silent. By degrees she 
got over her sullenfess, and was the same

THE DISAPPEARANCE OF THE FIRST 
CH! 


On July 97 witness returned from school at 
about 3.20. All the children were in the 
house along with Mary Cole. Philomena 
fell out of the perambulator, and was crying, 
and thé witness nursed her on her knee at the 
fire until she fell asleep. She put the sleep- 
ing child into the cot, and that was the last 
time that she saw her alive. She herself went 
upstairs at about 4.30 atd slept until the 


a rang at six o'clock. 

-ounsel— When you came downstairs was 
Mary Cole in the kitchen’—Yes; she was 
giving a bottle of milk to the baby, Michael, 
aged ten months, who was in the “ pram,”’ 

Did you say anthing to her?—Yes; I told 
her to bring in the cow to be milked, She 
made no reply to that, but said that she 
wanted stuff for the feed for the calf. I told 
her to go to Phelan’s shop for calf-meal, and 
she went and returned in about five minutes. 
Up to that time I had not noticed that 
Philomena was not in the kitchen. 

The witness went on to describe the search 
carried on by herself and Mary Cole when 
she realised that the child was missing. In 
the yard the witgess asked her when she last 
saw Philomena, and she said that she saw her 
a few minutes before that outside the door. 
In the search both of them were in the field 
and close to the spot. where the. body was 
afterwards found. Returning to the road 
the witness went towards the priest's Louse 
and told Mary Cole to go in the other ¢irec- 
tion and inquire about the child fom e'ery- 
one she met. 

Mr. White—On your way back did you see 
a man named John Gorman? 

Witness—Yes ; I saw John Gorman ce. 1 ying 
the child in his arms. Mary Cole and another 
man were with him. When I saw them they 
were just turning off the road through the 
gate into our house. 

Mr, Whife—Did you see the body cf 
Philomena when you went in? 
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Witness—Yes; John Gorman left it on the 
kitchen table. 

Was the prisoner in the kitchen ’—Yes. 

Did she say anything — No. 

Was she crying '— No. 

Mrs. Flynn was visibly affected while 
answering counsel’s last few questions, and at 
that stage her further examination was ad- 
journed to this morning.

Germany’s Foreign Policy. 

During the years of Germany's great 
economic development she had two strong 
schools of political thought. One, 
which was in favour of an Orientierung 
nach Westen, desired an understanding 
with France; the other, whose motto was 
Orientierung nach Osten, advocated the 
cultivation of close relations with Russia. 
In the event, neither of these schools won 
its case, chiefly because they both ignored 
Great Britain; and, finally, when the 
great day came, Germany found herself 
allied to the moribund Austrian Empire, 
with France and Russia alike arrayed 
against her. During the war, when it 
became obvious that German arms could 
not force a military decision, the old 
controversy was re-opened; and public 
opinion seemed-to favour an understand- 
ing with France. The stern terms of the 
Versailles Treaty, howeyer, caused a 
revulsion of feeling, with the result that 
for some years after the Armistice: the 
idea of better relations with France was 
abandoned, and the Wilhelmstrasse 
turned its attention.to the cultivation of 
Soviet Russia. Common hatred of Poland 
formed the point d’apput of the new 
‘‘ orientation.’” Common resentment 
against France and Britain gave it 
strength. Germany saw in the chaos 
which held Russia in its: grip a great 
opportunity for her organising skill. In 
Russia’s teeming ‘millions the defeated 
-war lords of Potsdam. recognised an 
almost unlimited reservoir of man-power 
for “the next time ”; and, as Russia 
apparently was more than willing to join 
forces with Germany, an alliance seemed 
to be inevitable. 

The Germans made a characteristic 
mistake. They reckoned without their 
Muscovite hosts, and now the whole scheme 
has collapsed. About ten days ago the 
Russian secret police swooped down on a 
little colony of German technicians in the 
Donetz coal district, arrested six leading 
engineers, and trumped up a charge of 
“ sabotage ’’ agaiust theii, on the alleged 
ground that they were engaged in 
‘* counter-revolutionary *’ activities. The 
outrage has been the culmination of a long 
series of incidents which prove fairly con- 
clusively that a working arrangement 
between Russia and Germany is out of the 
question. The German Government 
apparently has reached this conclusion ; 
for it has informed Moscow that 
negotiations for a new trade agreement 
have been postponed indefinitely. 
Germany’s policy has failed, as it was 
bound to fail from the outset. As the 
Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung, the organ of 
heavy industry in the Ruhr Valley, says, 
there can be no point in á rapprochement 
with a foreign Power which has as its 
avowed object the encouragement of the 
Communist revolution and the overthrow 
of the existing political, economic and 
ethical system in Germany. The Donetz 
affair has caused bitter disillusionment, 
and the supporters of an Eastern 
“orientation ” have been discredited 
thoroughly.. This circumstance has found 
its inevitable reaction in the shape of 
a new fillip for the policy of an under-

So long as Britain remains on good terms 
with the United States she can regard the 
European outlook with. equanimity; but 
there is no doubt that a Franco-German 
pact in which she was ignored would be 
unfortunate. Happily, the relations 
between London and Paris at present are 
extremely good. <A Socialist victory at 
the forthcoming general 
course, might alter the whole complexion 
of affairs; but meanwhile the entente 
cordrale is proof against all intrigues, 


The Lost Atlantis. 

The tale of a vanished land is common 
to all the mythologies. Sometimes it has 
disappeared for ever beneath the waves, 
leaving only a misty tradition of its wealth 
and greatness, Sometimes—as in the 
cases of the island valley of Avilion and of 
our own Hy Brazi]—glimpses of the secret 
paradise still are revealed to wanderers of 
pure intent. The story of the lost 
Atlantis is the most famous of all these 
legends. It is told by Plato, in his 
“ Timeus,’* with a certain amount of 
geographical detail. Atlantis was a yast 
island which once occupied a place of 
pride and power in the Atlantic Ocean. 
Its former existence lingered in the long 
memory of the Egyptians, and was re- 
ported to Solon, the Greek law-giver, by 
an Egyptian priest. Thousands of years 
before this priest’s time the island was 
engulfed by an earthquake at the close of 
a furious war with the Greeks. Modern 
science has treated the legend with re- 
spect, and even has explained the origins 
of some American species by the theory 
that the lost Atlantis formed a sort of 
bridge, or half-way house, between East 
and West. It is not incredible that our 
earth's convulsions were more gigantic 
and more dévastating in the dawn of the 
human race than they have been during 
the last few thousands of years. Now 


comes, however, a German scholar, with a} 


new theory. Professor Borchardt, of 
Munich, announces that Atlantis really 
existed—but not in the Atlantic Ocean, to 
which wrong trail Plato’s muddled 
geography lured later speculation. The 
vanished empire was situated in North 
Africa, on the Syrtis Minor, near the 
modern Tunis. The Atlantis Sea, 
mentioned by Plato, was, in those remote 
days, a large inlet from the Mediter- 
ranean ; it survives now as a desolate salt 
marsh which is called the Shott el-Djerid. 
At the mouth of the inlet stood, some- 
where in time between B.C. 2,000 and 
B.C, 1,200, the magnificent city of Atlantis. 
It was, in fact, An African Venice, a 
great city of lagoons, which in pride and 
sea-power, perhaps, anticipated the Venice 
of the Doges. The earthquake that 
ended Atlantis submerged, therefore, a 
substantial city, but not a continent. 
Already Dr. Borchardt has made dis- 
coveries which tend to support his theory. 
He has found traces of the three fortified 
rings that, by Plato’s account, sur- 
rounded the city. The French authorities 
have sanctioned systematic ' excavation, 
which Berlin will undertake in the 


i autumn; and the world of scholarship 


will be eager to learn the result. Dr. 

Albert Herrmann, of Berlin University, 
advances the further theory that Troy— 
situated by universal tradition on the 
Hellespont—was, in fact, the African city 
of Atlantis. He argues that this identi- 
fication would explain Plato's statemen 

that, when the earthquake came, Atlant 
was being besieged by the Greeks. Porson 
wrote— 


The Germans at Greek 

Are sadly to seek . . » 
All except Herrmann— 
And Herrmann’s a German. 


We have no wish to be so rude to the 
later Herrmann, and we make him: a 
present of the submerged continent; but 
theory becomes impious when it lays 
hands on Homer’s Troy. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


The people of the Irish Free State owe 
no small gratitude to the Department of 
Lands and Agriculture for the prompt 
and efficient measures whereby the 
recent outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in County Wexford was prevented from 
spreading. Soon, if present indica- 
tions hold, the remaining restrictions will 
be removed and normal conditions will 
return. The country’s happy escape from 
prolonged and heavy loss illustrates the 
profit that accrues from ceaseless vigilance. 
A statement has been issued by the 
British Ministry of Agriculture concerning 
measures that have been adopted to guard 
against the introduction of foot-and-mouth 
disease from South America. With the 
authority of the Minister of Agriculture, 
Lord Bledisloe went to the Argentine 
Republic early in January, there to study 
the provisions made for the prevention or 
control of disease. He found that the 
hygienic conditions of the freezing plants 
and the general veterinary arrangements 
were as efficient as any in the world; but 
he was obliged to record that measures for 
the control: of dissemination were unsatis- 
factory. The mild type of disease which 
is endemic has rendered the Argentine 
people. comparatively indifferent to its 
occurrence, and they would resent drastic 
action of the sort which is necessary to 
prevent the spread of the more serious 
type of disease that occurs in these 
countries.. Lord Bledisloe concluded his 
‘mission by a consultation with the Argen- 
tine: authorities, as the result of which sa 
decree was drawn up and became law on 
February Ist. In accordance with this 
decree the Argentine. Government will 
appoint. a considerable number of addi- 
tional veterinary inspectors. It will be 
the. duty of ‘these-officials to inspect, all

healthy beasts for movement to the freezing 
plants. No animals will be slaughtered at 
the freezing plants unless they are 
certified to pe sound. Herds found to 
be infected, either when inspected at the 
estancias or through the arrival of diseased 
members at the slaughter yards, will be 
isolated. Thus the disease will be 
attacked throughout the Argentine 
territory by the indirect, but effective, 
means of rendering infected stock value- 
less for exportation. 


Sawdust and Silk. 


The invention of artificial silk has pro- 
duced sémething like a social revolution, 
declared Mr. H. G. Williams, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
at the opening of this week’s Exhibition 
of British Artificial Silk Goods in London. 
** No one can but be impressed by the way 
women are able to dress in these days, 
and, as the standard of dressing rises, so 
also does the standard of conduct.’’ Not 
every observer will agree with Mr. 
Williams’s cheerful view of the fashions 
and their attendant manners; but none 


can fail to perceive what far-reaching’ 


economic changes have begun. Already 
those who care for Irish heather-mixture 
tweeds find it all but impossible to obtain 
them, and looms have fallen idle from 
Donegal to Kerry. The manufacture of 
shoddy must be seen to be believed. Worn- 
out garments are cast int> the tearing 
jaws of great machines and teased into a 
fluff that—strengthened with a small pro- 
portion of new wool—is spun into the 
thread from which new fabrics will be 
woven. Now, however, the process is to 
be elaborated by the introduction of wood 
pulp, which is the foundation of artificial 
silk. Already one firm is exhibiting 
men’s hosiery, shirts and underwear of 
artificial silk, and tweeds in which it forms 
an ingredient are being prepared. Wood 
pulp has given us our daily newspapers ; 


‘it has been used in the manufacture of

jam, and soon it is to be the materia 
prima of our attire. ‘‘ It is difficult to 
think,” said Sir William Clark, 
Comptroller-General of the Department of 
Overseas Trade, on Monday, ‘‘ when one 
sees charming mannequins parading, that 
the basis of all they wear is something not 
very much more important than saw- 
dust.” Yet if man’s clothing, with all 
its coloured ritual, be but of humble 
origin, of what else is the body that it 
arrays? 


OBITUARY. 


THE REV. A. ST. CLAIR BROOKE, 


The Rev. Arthur St. Clair Brooke, Rector 
of Slingsby, York, died at Slingsby Rectory, 
York, on Saturday last, aged eighty-four. He 
had been Rector of Slingsby for forty-five 
rears. 

A Correspondent writing of him said :— 
“He was the youngest son of the Rev.

Till late in life he was of remarkable 
strength and vigour. He played hockey with 
the village team until he was 70, and tenuis 
until he was over 80. He was a constant 
visitor at the homes of the sick and poor.

SOCIETY’S CERTIFICATE FOR 


EMIGRATION OFFICER. 


At the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, Government Buildings, Merrion 
street, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Herbert P. 
McCrum, án officer of the Transport and 
Marine branch of the Department, was pre- 
sented with the vellum certificate of the Royal 
Humane Society for saving a woman's life at 
Queenstown in November Jast. 

On the 12th November the passengers for 
the American liner the ss.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 
The eagerly awaited debate on the Soviet 
proposals for complete disarmament was 


opened this afterneon by General di 


Marinis (Italy), who said that the Russian 
plancould be neither accepted nor rejecti 
as a whole. M. Clauzel (France) followed 
on the gener Sue | : 

The speech oí the day was made b 
Lord Cushendun (Great, Briteiny whe 
spoke for over an hour, and at six o'clock 
had not yet concluded. In an elaborate 
criticism of the Russian draft convention 
for complete disarmament, he expresse1 
profound doubt whether the scheme was 
possible under present conditions, He 
said that he wanted’ to speak with the 
utmost frankness ; for, unless they did so, 
it was no use their coming to Geneva. 

In the first place, he wanted to know 
in what spirit the Soviet Government had 
sent delegates to attend the Disarmament 
Committee. 


SOVIET’S GHANGE OF FRONT. 

For the seven years’ during which the 
League had been established it had re- 
ceived no support from Russia. where, on 
every occasion, Geneva and all its works 
had been reviled. Why was there now this 
sudden change of front by the Soviet? 

Lord Cushendun then mioceeded to quoi? 
a recent article in the Isvestia, which 
treated the League with contempt, and 
declared that this scorn was shared by 
the Soviet delegates, who kad come to 
Geneva only to unmask the capitalist 
States. This sally was greeted-with general 
smiles by the delegates. ; 

Lord Cushendun went ón to say that 
he was not prepared to be a party to any 
sabotage of the Russian proposals, because 
they deserved careful examination, If 
there were any sabotage, it was a sabotage 
of the League of Nations. (Sensation. ) 

He next analysed several articles in the 
Russian draft convention, and observed 
that no allusion whatever had been made 
in it to the League of Nations, and that 
the document had not been registered with 
the Secretariat. The Russian might have 
paid this harmless compliment to the 
league, he added; for it was not neces- 
sary to insult it in that way. 


SANCTIONS. 

He went on to. point out that the 
Covenant of the League provided for the 
enforcement’ of sanctions against an 
offender. Therefore, if the article of the 
Russian scheme allowing no provision for 
sanctions was ecaners. 3 it would be 
necessary to repeal the Covenant of the 
League, which was not within the scope 
of the Committee. 

He then proceeded to show the necessity 
for examining carefully the clauses of the 
Soviet plan one by one, but said that he 
did not think it né@cessary to reject, the 
whole convention; for there were some 
articles which micht form a basis for dis- 
cussion. ‘‘We should neither accept nor 
reject it,” he said. 


CIVIL WAR. 

“Peace is the aim of the Soviets,” 
he continued ; “but what kind of peace? 
There are two kinds of peace, as there are 
two kinds of war—and civil war is the 
worst. Are the Soviets against civil 


The Soviets, he said, were creating such

THE NAVAL PLAN, 

Lord Cushendun next spoke of some 
“troublesome néighbours’’ of the British 
Empire. He drew attention to his 
Government s responsibility for the main- 
tenance of public order, and doubted 
whether an absence of arms would make 
wars impossible. 

Turning to the naval clauses of the 
Russian plan, he gave reasons for 
believing them to be impracticable. He 
showed what Great Britain had already 
done in the reduction of naval armaments, 
oi which no mention had been made by the 
Soviets. ) 

Great Britain had already announced 
that she was prepared to’abolish all sub- 
marines, provided that others did the 
same; and was also prepared to go even 
jurther in the reduction of capital ships. 

Lord Cushendun said that if they agreed 
to examine the Russian proposals it would 
have to be seen whether these could be 
embodied in the two draft conventions 
already prepared by the _ Disarmament 
Committee or whether those draft con- | 
ventions should be abandoned in favour 
of the Russian plan. 


JAPANESE VIEW. 

Mr. Sato (Japan), who followed Lord 
Cushendun, pointed out that the Covenant 
only provides fora reduction and limita- 
tion of armaments compatible with 
national safety. 

“We are not competent to deal with the 
Russian proposals without the consent_ oi 
the Council and Assembly. We sub- 
scribed to the Covenant of the League, 
but the Soviets have not done so, and, 
therefore, they are in a position to stibmit 
a scheme which is not in harmony with 
the Covenant.” 

Mr. Riddell (Canada), who then spoke, 
declared that it was absolutely necessary 
that Governments should examine the 
Russian proposals. .

(By “PATHFINDER.” ) 
N an age of political paradoxes it is not 
.@asy to realise that the se | 
boundary which severs 
State from Northern Ireland is a unique 
fact in the economic. organisation of the 
world. -Not.alone does it represent the 
only land customs barrier in any part of 
the Commonwealth of British Nations, 
but it is, so far as.I know, the only land 
customs boundary which now exists an 
where between two States which fa 
within the orbit of any existing political 
organism. The various political units 
which constitute the United States, Ger- 
many,. Russia, or the States of the 
Australian Commonwealth, of Canada, or 
of South Africa, have all been compelled 
to recognise the perils of internal economic 
barriers, and have managed to reconcile 
marked. political. divisions with arrange- 
ments for free internal exchange, 
Yet such is the tendency of human 
nature to accept the fait accompli that the 
‘people of Ireland appear to be settling 
down not only to accept the permanent 
political division of their country, but to 
persist in a process of building-up~and 
buttressing ‘the precise tyne of archaic 
barrier which every other political 
organisation in thé “world has found it 
necessary to throw down. So much for 
the general characteristics of this strange 
economic paradox. Tet us examine’ its 
incidence. in the field of transport 
generally and of road transport in par- 
ticular. 


RAILWAY ANOMALIES. 

_ In so far as railway economy is affected, 
it is only necessary for our present purpose 
to note some of the outstanding conse- 
quences of the boundary barrier. First 
is the utterly unstable and untenable 
situation in which the Great Northern 
and other trans-boundary railways are 
nobody’s children. Secondly comes the 
comp railway isolation of County 
Donegal from the Free State Customs 
area. Third is the incurable nature cf 
the difficulties so created under existing 
political conditions. That complete ad- 
ministrative breakdown has not yet taken 
place is no tribute to our politicians. 

Its postponement is due to the ingenuity 
of railway managers and to the flexibility 
which railway organisations have dis- 
played under extreme political pressure. 
So the railway problem has been shelved, 
and its solution postponed until economic 
pressure proves the necessity for genéral 
transport reorganisation . by some joint 
authority which, will be representative of 
the Governments of the Free State and of 
Northern Ireland. 


ROAD TRANSPORT—A VIRGIN 
FIELD 


Road transport, unlike railways (which. 
command the machinery of the Clearing 
House and various types of official con- 
ferences), has no organisation which is 
oemmon to both States. . Accordingly the 
sponsors of road transport have been com- 
pletely at the mercy of two groups. of 
politicians and bureaucrats, working in 
water-tight compartments, and frequently 
in.conflict with each other. The inevitable 
result is that Irish road ‘transport— 
practically a virgin field six years ago— 
has been almost strangled at its birth, and | 
has to-day reached a condition of hopeless 
chaos. Legislation in each State has been 
arbitrary and sharply conflicting. Speed 
lumits which are legal in Newry are 
illégal’ in Dundalk, Vehicle duties and 
drivers’ licence taxes vaty sharply 
between Monaghan and.Armagh. Motor 


prohibitive tariff inyposts, less than a mile 
away, in Lifford. Interdependent towns 
which lie five miles apart can only com- 
municate with each other by means of 
approved routes twenty or thirty miles 
long. The general confusion which arises 
from conflicting and complex regulations 
is such that none but the most expert and 
determined type of tourist is prepared to 
face the costly irritations and delays which 
are involved. Trade is strangled and 
ordinary social relationships are for- 
bidden. 


NEW VESTED INTERESTS. 

One of the most menacing aspects of the 
whole situation is the fact that road trans- 
port interests have themselves actually be- 
come interlaced with the very conditions. 
which menace. the well-being of the 
ordinary citizen. Many motor-owners and 
merchants have discovered that there are 
minor advantages to be gained, and profits 
to be es BM as experts in. negotiating 
the boundary difficulty and in dealing 
with its Customs problems. For these 
and other reasons not a few motor-traders 
and haulage contractors have actually de- 
veloped a new and extremely menacing 
vested interest in the maintenance of the 
boundary. Like income-tax experts, pawn- 
brokers or undertakers, they derive 
revenue from the difficulties and misfor- 
tunes of others. To note this tendency is 
not to indulge in a general indictment of 
leaders of the motor-transport industry. 


TARIFFS AND TAXATION. 

As a preliminary to offering a definite 
and striking piece of evidence upon the 
fatal. incidence of differential import 
tariffs as they affect road transport, it is 
necessary to note a few of the principal 
differences which actually prevail.

CRITICISMS OF SUPERIORS.

The request by Captain Dewar and Com- 
mander Daniel for trial by courtmartial 
is quite in accordance with the custom: of 
the Service. Nothing has been revealed 
which suggests that such a step was re- 
commended either by the Court of Inguiry 
at Malta or by the Admiralty. There 
have ‘been cases in* the Navy where an 
officer’s application to be tried by court- 
martial has been refused, but they are not 
very many.

TRAVELLING EXPENSES 0 
DISTRICT JUSTICES. 


The travélling expenses of Justices of 
the District Court were the subject of in- 
quiry, arising on a query of the Audit 
Department as to the use of private motor 
cars by Justices in cases where there was 
the alternative of the railway. .

INADEQUATE RAILWAY SERVICE.

-OVER ESTIMATION. 


SOME CRITICISMS BY THE 
COMMITTEE, 
Commenting on the Finance Minister s 
minute on previous references by the Com- 
mittee to over-estimation .of expenditure, 
the report observes that the figures for 
the years 1922-26, ‘‘ while they show con- 
tinuous: improvement, cannot give satis- 
faction.. The . percentage of estimated 
expenditure should normally be much 
baiie [4 ‘per cent., the*figure shown in 

the accounts for 1925-26."" 

In the accountancy of two-or three 
votes, the Committee notes, with apparent 
dissatisfaction, a tendency towards the 
acceptance ‘of a principle that would 
eventually ‘‘ oust the Dail from its con- 
trol of public funds.’’

neglecting to comply with Section 24 of 
the Exchequer and Audit Departments 
Acts, 1866,. under. which the Appropria- 
tion Account must show as discharged all 
sums which have within the financial 
year come in course of payment. ui 

“It is objectionable to accomplish this 
postponement by any method, but the 
Department availed of the services of a 
private individual in this dase. It is 
obvious that serious abuses would develop 
in existing financial methods if any such 
practice were permitted to creep in.” 


EXPENDITURE IN ADVANCE. 


A.question is made byit as to the 
necessity for incurring expenditure long 
in advance of actual requirements. Thus, 
it notes that a sum of £9,236 was spent in 
the last month of the financial year 1925- 
26 on clothing intended for an Army 
Reserve, the establishment of which had 
at the time just been decided. The pro- 
clamation necessary to its establishment 
was not, however, issued for twelve 
months.

In both 
casés the principle involved is that the 
appropriation’ accounts should show 
accurately the cost of the State services 
for the year, and include nothing belong- 
ing either to the previous or the following 
year: Only in this way can true com- 
parison be made from year to year by the 
public, ”” 


 LOANS IN ARREARS.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesdays 
After the hurly-burly of yesterday, the 
House of Commons was almost’ unusually 
quiet this afternoon, and the attendance 
was poor. The Army and Air Force votes 
were considered on report, and Service 
amembers on both sides took advantage of 


tions on details which, however important 
to them, were hardly calculated to arouse 
much enthusiasm among the general body 
of members. 

On the Army Vote, Commander Ken- 


i worthy moved the reduction of the Army 


by 100 men, in order to protest against 
British forces beigg employed -in the 
Rhineland. The force, he said, was too 
small to be of the slightest use strategic- 
ally, and he did not see that it served any 
useful purpose politically. ! 

Sir L, Worthington-Evans, though quite 
willing, was unable, under the rules of 
the House, to reply to Commander Ken- 
worthy’s criticisms on the Army of the 
Rhine. He pointed out that the British 
Army on the Rhine was part.of the inter- 
national force fixed by the Treaty of 
Versailles, and that it raised questions of 
policy which could not be discussed on the 
Army vote. He did, however, state that 
the British troops on the Rhine, exciad- 
ing the Saar, numbered 6,250, which was 
about 200 under the establishment. 

The amendment was rejected by 222 
votes to 129 

AIR. ESTIMATES. 

On the Air Estimates, Commander 
Kenworthy moved the reduction of the 
personnel by 100, more as a: matter of 
form than anything else. He said nothing 
in support of his motion, no doubt con- 
sidering that he had done his duty by 
setting the ball rolling. It was left to 
Conservative and Liberal members to do 
most of the talking. 

Captain Cazalet urged the importance of 
developing civil aviatioh, and Captain 
Guest, dealing with the same subject, 
deplored the lack of any policy at all. He 
said that we were a great deal behind 
other European countries. More money 
could be devoted to aircraft services.if we 
cut down our Naval expenditure. 

Then came Mr. Rose, the member for 
Aberdeen, who is continually attacking 
the Government’s policy in regard to air- 
ships. Money spent on lighter-than-air 
craft he considered absolutely “thrown 
away. He quoted figures showing that on 
eight airships we had spent £2,350,000, 
an expenditure of 
approximately £1,477 per flying hour. 
Colonel Woodcock was principally in- 
terested in aeroplane flying clubs, and 
urged that every possible encouragement 
should be given to them. 

Rear-Admiral Sueter,.alarmed at the 
growing number of fatal aécidents to 
Atlantic flyers, urged that some official 
control should be exercised over people 
who wanted to embark oh such hazardous 
adventures. The Air Minister, he said, 
should insist on their having proper medi- 
cal certificates and a thorough knowledge 
of air navigation. Mr. Beckett, a Labour 
member, did not want an Air Force at all. 
It was a criminal policy, and was turning 
the chivalry, honour, glory and panoply 
of war into a sordid horror. 


ATLANTIC FLIGHTS. 

Colonel Moore Brabazon confessed that we 
had had a very bad week in aviation, but 
that was no reason for laying down a stern 
rule as to what people might or might not 
do. They all had the right to risk their 
lives in enterprises of ,one kind and 
another. It would be like stopping Drake 
going round the world because: we had not 
charted the seas. Danger or no danger, 
it was important from the point of view of 
the prestige of the aeroplane industry that 
the attempt to regain the speed record 
should not be abandoned. 

Sir Samuel Hoare quite agreed with 
those members who considered that more 
money should be provided for civil avia- 
tion. He said that he certainly had done, 
and would continue to do, his best to ex- 
tract moré funds from a reluctant 
Treasury. Even as it was, he did not 
consider that the strictures passed on the 
progress we had made in civil aviation 


cerned, we were far ahead of any other 
country. Regarding airships, he urged 
the House to consider them as still in the 
experimental stage. 
results in the next few years would more 
than justify the money spent upon them. 

Sir Samuel proceeded to express his own 
viow that our Air Force was not sufficiently 
strong. The Committee of Imperial 
Defence had, indeed, come to the on- 
clusion that we needed, as a minimum, 62 
squadrons. We had only between 30 and 
40, and he certainly would not, rest satisfied 
until we had the requisite 52. Referring 
to the suggested control of Atlantic ai: 
flights, he said that he did not desire in 
any way to discourage bravery and 
initiative. In any case, it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to attempt te put a step 
to these enterprises. 

The motion for the reduction was 
rejected by 217 votes to 90, and the vote 
was agreed to.

It was of small dimensions, and a break- 
down gang was soon on the scene and had 
the obstruction cleared in about two hours, 
when traffic was resumed. 

It is supposed that the recent frost and 
snow, followed by heavy ram, caused a 
looseniny of earth above the line on Bray 
Head and brought about the landslide.

INLAND FISHERIES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Recently I was curious to find out 
why a river which in the days of my youth 
(thirty years ago) was a great trout stream, 
a river where white trout and salmon used 
to run and spawn, no longer contained trout. 
I inquired of a farmer who, as a boy, was 
a rod and line expert, and his answers were 
so interesting that I give them. 

**T have not,” he said, ‘‘ for twenty years 
seen one rod-line fisherman on the banks of 
the stream. Forty-five to fifty years ago 
there would always be a quiet excitement 
along the banks; for one might count from 
twenty to thirty rods on it. here would be 
three or four men from the city (a town 
about twenty miies away); our own curate 
or, perhaps, the parish priest, or both; there 
would be a policeman and a dozen young 
farmers’ sons, with home-made rods and 
home-made flies. You see it is only the pre- 
sence of fish that makes fishermen; the fish 
are not there now.” 

“Why?” I asked. ‘* Sheep-washing at 
various points in the stream in the month of 
May. After a sheep-washing of a well-cared 
flock, treated carefully with chemists 
washes for maggots and fly rhaps six 
months before, I have often counted from 
four to six dozen big trout lying broad up 
for two miles down stream. The worst of 
it, however, was, that when washing was 
done before the floods of May came, before 
the smolts went back to the sea, all the 
salmon fry and white: trout fry and brown 
trout fry would be destroyed. If you take 
the total length of the stream, about four 
miles, and: cousider that yearly, in the 
months of May or June, that stream at four 
or five or six places along the bank has been 
used daily for every day of a week or a 
fortnight for sheep-washing, you can under- 
stand that there could no longer be trout.

CLEARANCE OF MOTOR 
CARS. 


HOW THE NEW AGREE- 
MENT WORKS, 

There has been a marked improvement 
in the clearance of motor cars imported 
into Dublin as the result of the agreement 
on the subject reached between the wotor 
traders and the Free State Revenue Com- 
missioners some months ago. Before the 
agreement was reached delays were fre- 
quent, and caused much irritation and 
Inconvenience to traders and purchasers. 

The system now in operation makes it 
incumbent. upon the manufacturers of the 
imported cars and the importers in Dublin 
to furnish to the Customs authorities 
affidavits to the effect that the cars 
mentioned in the invoices are the actual 
cars imported and that the value of the 
cars therein stated is the correct value. 
In this way the Customs authorities are 
satisfied, and, as a prominent trader said 
to an Irish Times representative yester- 
day, “if the regulations agreed to by the 
motor traders and the Revenue Commis- 
sioners are faithfully observed, little or 
no delay is experienced.” He added that 
& consignment of cars for his own firm 
arrived at the North Wall yesterday 
morning, and was on the firm’s premises 
in the early afternoon. 

Mr. Moore, of the Sociéty of Trish 
Motor Traders, told an Irish Tames 
reporter yesterday that there are still 
complaints about delay in the clearance 
of cars, but these delays are usually due 
to the failure of the agent io observe some 
technical requirement of the Customs 
authorities. “The Revenue Commis- 
sioners.” he said, “allow no departure 
from the system agreed to, which pro- 
vides that the importer and the manu- 
facturer must each furnish an affidavit 
to the effect that the listed price of the 
car is correct.

THE HALP-BACKS. 

The halves had their work cnt out, and were so 
tecupied with their defensive worl. that their 
passes to their forwards were more in the nature 
of desperate clearances than helpful backing wn.

A FINE OF £100. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, 
MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH, AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Judgment was delivered in the case in 
which the Attorney-General’of the Irish Free 
State applied for an order of attachment 
against Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, T.D., editor of 
The Nation, for alleged contempt of court, 
in publishing in an issue of that paper of 
the 18th of last month a note or statement 
entitled: ‘‘Contempt for Free State Courts.”’ 
and an article entitled: ‘‘ Judge’s Insolence to 
Jurors.”’ 

The Court, by a majority, ordered Mr. 
O'Kelly to pay a fine of £100 and the costs 
of the application, but granted a stay pending 
an appea!. 

MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
judgment, said that in order to appreciate 
the arguments in the preliminary objection 
to the jurisdiction of the Court to entertain 
the application in view of the provisions of 
Article 72 of the Constitution; it was 
necessary to consider the origin and nature of 
the power of Courts to commit a person for 
contempt of court. Having dealt with that 
power, and cited authorities on the subject, 
he said that in considering whether the juris- 
diction to punish for contempt had been 
withheld from the courts established under 
the Constitution by Article 72 he thought 
he was entitled to consider other articles 
of the Constitution in order to arrive at 
the true construction of Article 72. Article 
64 dealt with the exertise of judicial power 
in the Irish Free State, and, in the absence 
of any provision in Article 64 to limit the 
jurisdiction of the High Court, he was of 
opinion that the power to attach a person 
for contempt of court was inherent in the 
court. On reading this article in conjunction 
with Articles 72 and 73, he was of opinion 
that Article 72 was not intended to, and 
did not, affect the jurisdiction of the High 
Court to deal summarily with a cause of 
contempt, and that the preliminary objection 
to the jurisdiction of the Court failed. 

Considering whether the matter complained 
of was contempt of court or not, his lordship 
tested that question by the definition given 
by Lord Russell in Queen v. Gray. He had 
no doubt, he said, that the statements com- 
plained of in 7’he Nation were very gross 
contempt of court, and obviously were 
calculated to bring, not only the Central 
Criminal Court, but the High Court of the 
Irish Free State and the judges thereof, into 
contempt, and they were also calculated to 
interfere with the trials of Sean Russell and 
Michael Price, which were pending in the 
Central Criminal Court. They could not 
possibly be described as fair and reasonable 
criticism. In his opinion the learned judge 
was entitled to make a comment on the jury, 
and, even if that were not so, the articles 
complained of could not be justified. 


MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he regretted 
that he found himself obliged to differ from 
the other members of the Court. The point 
upon which he parted company, however, he 
was glad to say, in -no way concerned any 
question of the extent of the jurisdiction of 
that Court in procedings for contempt, but 
only affected the question of the advisability 
and propriety of exercising that jurisdiction 
in the particular circumstances of this case 
and on this particular occasion—the first 
precisely of its kind that had come before 
ine Courts since their establishment under 
the new Constitution. Various preliminary 
points were made, but he would deal only 
with one—namely, the point that the applica- 
tion should have been made to Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne, who was now presiding in the 
Central Criminal Court. It could not be ques- 
tioned that that would have been the more 
usual course. In the present case the peculiar 
features of contempt of Court procedure 
had disappeared like the Cheshire cat, leaving 
nothing but the grin. What they had in 
substance and in truth was a trial .on 
affidavit, with requests on both sides to 
cross-examine the deponents, If the course 
adopted by the Attorney-General in this case 
was to be approved, it was inevitable that, 
as it was not adopted on special grounds, 
but for preference and on the merits, it 
would be the course regularly adopted in the 
future, and an extended exercise of this 
exceptional jurisdiction must result. lt would 
thus be possible to get round Article 72 on 
the strength of a distinction which would 
have become, in fact, practically effaced. 
That would mean a serious inroad on the 
right to a jury—an inroad taking its origin 
in the most unfortunate of circumstances— 
namely, of proceedings in which the Judge 
presiding at the Central Criminal Court felt 


hat his duty to admonish jurors and state that 


it was clear that some of them had dis- 
—— their oaths. 

Jealing with certain passages in the article 
which appeared in JZhe Nation headed. 
“ Judge's Insolence to Jurors,’’ his lordship 
said that, no doubt, scandalous epithets must 
not be used; but the Court should not be 
over-critia3] to discover contempt in language 
which attempted to assert, even with some 
heat and vehemence, what the writer honestly 
believed to be a legal right. He knew of no 
case in the books in which the language 
used in such a case had been minutely 
parsed or in which a writer had been forced 
to apologise merely because certain expres- 
sions exceeded the limits of good taste. 
It seemed to him that one of the results of 
bringing this application before the Court in 
this way, instead of making the application 
directly and immediately to Mr. Justice 
U’ Byrne, had been to produce an entirely false 
atmosphere. If the Attorney-General had 
gone hot-fuot to the Central Criminal Court 
when the articles -omplained of were doing 
all the mischief, that mischief could have 
been remedied three weeks ago. The exercise 
of the jurisdiction should not be pressed a 
single point beyond the genuine necessities of 
the case. In this case the only ible 
to this procedure in 
preference to proceeding by criminal informa- 
tion was a reason which was not and could 
not have been put forward on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, and which, if they were 
to respect the spirit as well as the letter 
of Article 72, could not be considered by 
them. For the reasons that he had stated 
he was of opinion that the motion should be 


refused. 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA. 


Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 


i Court to the Supreme Court. Were independent | 


| in the exercise of their functions, subject to 
| the Constitution and the law. The only con- 
stitutionai power that could be exercised over 
the Judges of the Supreme and High Courts 
was under Article 68, whereby for stated 
misbehaviour or incapacity a Judge can be 
removed ftom office by resolutions of both 
the Dail and the Senate. 

In this case, his lordship added, the words 
were spoken by the learned Judge m court 
to some member of the jury. it was tn- 
doubted law that no matter how severe his 
words were, or what imputations they con- 
veyed, it was not only within his province 
to do so, but the Jaw threw around him the 
protection of absolute and unqualified pri- 
vilege for those words. In this instance 
Me. Justice O'Byrne was president of. the 
tribunal; he was responsible to the State for 
the administration of justice in his Court. 
and when an incident arose such as reduced 
the tmal and justice to a nullity, it was 
plainly within his right to express to the jury 
his view of their conduct. One Judge 
with moral courage, a stern sense of justice, 
and a knowledge of the difficulties that still 
linger in this country in the jury system, 
may, in terms of clear veproof, give a definite 
opinion upon their delinquency.; while another 
Judge may, for reasons that satisfy himself, 
pass without comment the unseemly degrada- 
tion to a farce in his own Court of the ad 
ministration of justice. It was well settled 
that no comment could be made on a pending 
case likely to affect the result or prejudice a 
party. The Court, the Judge, or the ad 
ministration may not be scandalised by the 
use of abusive, disrespectful, or inflammatory 
language, calculated to bring the Court of 
Justice into disrepute. Improper motives, 
such as partiality, could not be imputed to 
the Court or Judge. With these main 
limitations, the law permitted free, full, 
severe, but respectful, criticism. 

Regarding the two articles that appeared 
in 7'he Nation, his Lordship said that the 
very titles proclaimed their. purpose of con- 
tempt. It was a determined: and flagrant 
attempt to lessen the confidence of the citizens 
and the jurors in the Courts, in the adminis- 


tration of the criminal law, and in the 
particular Judge. The same contemptuous 
attitude was taken toward the Supreme 
Court. He, therefore, agreed that the two 
articles. constituted contempt of Court, “The 
argument had been strenuously pressed 
against the Attorney-General that, by reason 
of the terms of Article 72 of the Constitution, 
the Court could deal with it only through a 
jury, either before itself or a Judge of the 
High Court. The article stated that no person 
shall be tried on any criminal charge without 
a jury, save in two excepted cases. He was 
of opinion that this did not apply to the 
exercise of the power of attachment by a 
Court in virtue of its inherent jurisdiction. 
For the reasons stated, he agreed with the 
President that the writ of attachment should 
issue. 
THE DEFENDANT'S POSITION. 

At the conclusion of the reading of Mr. 
Justice Hanna’s judgment, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that it had been 
decided by the Court that the publication 
complained of was a contempt of Court, and 
he asked Mr. Comyn, K.C., did he wish to 
say anything 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Gavan Duffy and Mr. Conor Maguire (in- 
structed by Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr), 
appeared for Mr. O'Kelly, the defendant, said 
that he would like to consider the judgments 
further, and, having regard to the difference 
of opinion in the Court itself, he would like 
to get an opportunity of bringing this very 
important question before the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that so far the 
Court had decided only that the publications 
were contempt of Court. Did Mr. Comyn 
wish to say anything in regard to punish- 
ment ? 

Mr. Comyn—I do, my lord. This is 
directly relevant to the question of. punish- 
ment, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—We will make one 
order now dealing with the whole matter, 
and you can take any course that you may 
be advised. 

Mr. Comyn—I have taken the precaution 


of getting from my client the exact words 
that he wishes to have expressed by me in 
the presence of the Court :—‘‘An apology 
was spoken of fxpely even before any de- 
cision of guilt had been arrived at,’’ read 
counsel from a typewritten document. ‘‘What- 
ever decision may be come to, my position 
remains as it was when the matter com- 
a of was written and published in 7'he 
Nation of February 18th, and repeated in my 
affidavit. I see no reason to change my atti- 
tude as a Republican and criticise certain 
portions of the Free State law as at present 
established with a view to having the said 
portions repealed. Laws are repealed. Why 
should they be repealed if that portion of 
society on whom laws that may ultimately be 
considered unjust and injurious weigh most 
heavily do not make representations against 
them’ How are representations to be made 
and criticisms to be levelled if not through 
the Press? The criticisms were made from 
the standpoint of a Republican in utter dis- 
agreement with the present Executive Council 
responsible for the laws in question. My 
quarrel is not with judges or courts adminis- 
tering according to their consciences the law 
as it stands, though my opinion is that Mr. 
Justice O’ Byrne ais his powers on the 
date in guestion, which is what was meant by 
the article. The burden of the two articles 
on which I am charged was a criticism 
levelled at parts of the law framed and 
passed by the Executive Council in order to 
a in a special manner Republicans and 
age om organisations.”

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CONDITIONAL ORDER OF 
MANDAMUS, 


A matter affecting the position of solicitors 
who are asked to act in the taking out of a 
patent for clients in the Irish Free State was 
mentioned. 

Mr. Brereton Barry {instructed by Mr. T.. 
J. O'Neill) apnlied ex parte on behalf of Mr. 
Laurence J. O'Neill, solicitor. of 35 Moles- 
worth street, Dublin, for a conditional order 
of mandamus directed to Henry EE. 
Bradley, Comptroller, Industrial and Com- 
mercial Property Registration Office, . 485 
Merrion square, Dublin, to show cause “whv 
he should not carry out his legal duties” and 
permit Mr. 0’Neill to act in the taking out 
of patents in the Irish Free State, and enter- 
tain communications made by Mr. O'Neill on 
behalf of his clients in connection therewith. 

Mr. O'Neill, in an affidavit. contended that 
under the Industrial and Commercial] Property 
(Protection) Act, 1927, he was entitled to act in 
the taking our of a patent for a client in the 
Free State, and stated that Mr. Bradley had 
refused to allow him to do so. On the 22nd 
February, 1928. he made application:on. behalf 
of Dr. James Loeb for a patent in Saorstat 
Fireann, and lodged with the Comptroller 
the necessary documents as required by the 
Act, and paid the necessary fees, He referred 
to a letter of the 10th of this month from 
the Comptroller, signed by the Chief Adminis- 
trative Officer, refusing to recognise him as 
agent in the matter. 

In his affidavit, Mr. O'Neill also stated 
that he was informed by Mr. B. G. Crewe, 
an official of the Patent Office, London. that 
in England a solicitor is entitled to act on 
behalf of an applicant, provided that he is 
practising at an address in the United 
Kingdom. 

The Court granted the conditional order 
sought.

FINANCE MINISTER'S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendant in the case of Charles J, 
Murray, solicitor, 30 Parliament street, 
Dublin, and others, y the Minister for 
Finance, from a ‘unanimous judgment 
of Mr. Justice Johnson and Mr. Justice 
Hanna, in the High Court, in favour of the 
plaintiffs, reversing on appeal the decision of 
Assistant Circuit Judge Pigot, dismissing the 
plaintiffs’ civil bill action for repayment of 
£90 11s. 6d., the amount of poor rate paid by 
them under a lease, as assignees, in respect 
of property in Drumcondra, known as the 
Whitworth Hospital, demised as lands, houses, 

buildings and premises 

The grounds of the appeal were mainly that 
the decision of the High Court was wrong 
in Jaw in finding that the plaintiffs were 
entitled to recover the respective sums 
claimed in the action; and the appellant now 
sought to have an order made reversing the 
High Court decision and entering judgment 
for him. 

While the facts appeared to be somewhat 
complicated the question involved was ' ‘ost 
entirely one of law. 

It appeared that the property mentioned 
was included in a lease dated 5th May, 1914. 
by which Michael and Mary Moore demised 
to the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland premises at North Brunswick street, 
Dublin, known as the Richmond Hospital, 
and the lessees covenanted to pay the yearly 
rent of £85, over and above all taxes, charges 
and..impositions whatsoever, the landlord's 
proportion of income tax only to be excepted. 
The lessor’s interest in” the premises was” at 
and prior to óist March,” 1916; vested in 
Patrick. Murray, and at the date of hig death, 
on 17th August, 1922, the interest..became 
vested in Elizabeth Murray, as tenant; for 
jife; and remained vested in her till the date 
of her death on 29th September, 1924. 
The plaintifis were the legal personal 
representatives of Patrick Murray, 
deceased, and the executors of Elizabeth 
Murray, his sole executrix, deceased. 
upon her death the lessor’s interest became 
vested, and was st? vested, in the plaintiff, 
Thomas J. Murray, as tenant for life:

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) _ 

The case of Matheson and others v. Wilson 
came before the court for the determination 
of certain questions referred by the Supreme 
Court to the Master of the High Court in 
connection with the action, which had been 
brought for damages for breach of contract 
by the defendant to buy the shares of the plain- 
tiff in the Ivy Weaving Company, Lurgan, and 
take over the plaintiff's guarantee to the Bel- 
fast Banking Company. 

The Supreme Court on appeal reversed Mr. 
Justice eat decision in favour of the de- 
fendant, and entered judgment for the plain- 
tiffs with costs, declaring that the measure 
of damages was the loss sustained by each 
individual contractor through the defendant's 
failure to carry out his contract, and that 
each of the plain: ffs was entitled at least to 
nominal damages. 

It had been ultimately agreed by the 
parties that Mr. Justice Hanna should pro- 
ceed with the inquiry, and deal with the 
questions of law and facts involved in the 
matter. 

Mr. William John Uprichard, solicitor to 
the Belfast Banking Company, gave evidence 
of the payments on foot of the guarantee,

PRICE OF LIMERICK LAND. 
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STANDARD PURCHASE ANNUITY. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE.) 
Judgment was delivered in the appeal in 
the matter of the estate of Mary Agnes Ryan 
and John Martin O’Connor, owners, from a 
decision of the Trish Land Commission fixing 
a total of £200 as the standard purchase 
annuity to be paid by seven tenants on the 
lands of Farnane, Co. Limerick, under the 
Land Act, 1923, which would represent pur- 
chase money for the estate of about £4,000 

payable in Land Bonds. 

Evidence had been given at the hearing 
of the appeal that Mary Agnes Ryan’s pre- 
decessor had agreed to pay £10,000 cash for 
the estate. It was also stated that recently 
the tenants’ interest had been sold for, collec- 
tively, a sum of £6,750. 

Mr. Justice Wylie now gave judgment, 
fixing the standard purchase annuity as 
follows :—
